Under IC 4-22-2-23, the State Chemist of the State of Indiana intends to adopt a rule concerning the following:

OVERVIEW: The rule will add a definition of registered technician and written instructions for a registered technician. Clarifies
that a noncertified person using pesticides under the off-site supervision of a certified applicator must be a registered technician.
Establishes a limit on the number of registered technicians to be supervised by a certified applicator. Establishes the requirements
to become registered and reregistered as a technician.
